Britain and the world, in effect, thus returned Sir 
Winston to the hands of his loved ones for burial at 
Bladon, Oxfordshire, beside his parents in a village 
churchyard near Blenheim Palace, his birth place. 

Churchill, as a young soidier, left home to join a 
cavalry regiment. Today men of the regiment, the 
Queen’s Royal Irish Hussars, carried his coffin to the 
train for what was called ‘“‘the long mile home.”

The body of Sir Winston, who frequently made trips in battle 
wagons and other large vessels of the fleet, was then taken to 
the Tewer of London pier and placed aboard the launch Haven- 
gore for the short voyage ross the Thames to Festival Pier 
and thence to Waterloo. 

It probably would have appealed to Sir Winston's puckish 
sense of humor that at one point his procession passed beneath 
an astronomical clock whose face bears his likeness. 

Sixteen RAF Lightning fighters dipped in salute over the 
launch, watched with professional eyes by-13 Battle of Britain 
pilots, representatives of the famed ‘Few,’ who had a priority 
place in the Churchill funeral procession. 

Kilted players played slow marches at the Tower Pier white 
the marine band struck up with Rule Britannia for the man who 
was First Lord of the Admiralty on two crucial occasions in his 
long career.

Before that, the distinguished 
cosmopolitan assembly, after 
the coffin was placed upon the 
bier, sang a hymn including the 
words : 

“Who would true valor see. 

“Let him come hither.” 

The faces of even the most 
hardened of old soldiers soft- 
ened «at the end of the historic 
service when, with the gee 
and Prince Philip standing by 
Sir Winston's coffin, the heart-/ 
piercing strains of the Last Post | 
were sounded by a bugler. 

The service and the earlier 
procession were filled with 
memories of centuries past but 
more particularly of the Second 
World War when Churchill 
brought: Britain to its finest 
hour. 

This was in the thoughts of all 
as the procession came ajong. 
Fleet Street, which slopes to 
ward Ludgate Circus, an°area 
devastated by wartime bombers 
with St. Paul’s.standing proudly 
on a rise dead ahead. 

Churchill had seen St. Paul's 
engulfed in flame, dust and fly- 
ing rubble as the high explosives 
burst in the darkest days of the 
war. The vast church was com- 
pared in those days to a majes- 


tic ship crashing through cere 


and shellfire. 

Today, the vast dome stood 
etched. and peaceful against a 
gunmetal grey sky... 

As the bells of St..Paul's tolled 
at 11:30 a.m., the coffin was 
earried down the steps into the 
grey, cloudy day. 

As they had on: the way from 
Westminster Hall to the cath- 
edral, the procession once, again 
marched toward the Thames in 
the slow step for the dead.

Crowds Wait 


Through Night 


LONDON (CP)—Thousands of Britons hud- 
died in blankets, sleeping bags and ski-clothing as 
they lined London’s wintry streets through the 
night, waiting to pay final homage today to Sir 
Winston Churchill. 

The people crowded into the streets hours be- 
fore the stateman’s funeral, taking their places 
along the processional route from Westminster 
Hall to St. Paul’s Cathedral. : 

Three hours before the service started, crowds 
were six deep on Ludgate‘Hill, leading to the cathe- 
dral. People were stacked up 20 and 30 deep at 
Partiament. 

At 3:30 a.m., the temperature was 40 degrees 
but the damp, biting wind made it seem much 
colder.

Police moved through the crowd, waking those 

sleeping on sidewaJks.-One young man was roused 


reluctantly from 4 hammock slung between street 


barriers. 

Outside St. Paul's, some sang to keep up their 
spirits. Seme played cards or checkers. 

The mood of the crowd was more of commem- 
oration than of gloom. 

Most of those who waited all night were young 
people, girls outnumbering men two to one. 

Why were they there? 

Mrs. Annie Birkett, 66, said: 

“During the war his speeches gave me hope.

Thus, although Mr. Leonid Brezhnev, 
the Communist party chief, and Mr. 
Alexei Kosygin, the premier, have 
accepted the invitation of Mr. Harold 
Wilson, the British prime minister, to 
visit London, the British Labor Party 
is under very heavy attack for hypoc- 
risy, for betraying the workers of Brit- 
ain (where the class war is said to have 
reached a new pitch of bitterness), for 


jis nuclear flirtation with—West—Ger-— 


many, and for tagging along behind the 
aggressive Americans in Southeast Asia. 

President Johnson has been sharply 
assailed for paying lip-service to peace 
while pursuing a policy of war. The 
suggestion in his State of the Union 
message that the Soviet leaders might 
visit America has so far been ignored. 

On top of this there has been a fierce 
revival of anti-colonial propaganda. 
More stress is being laid on the impor-

The British and the 
Americans are charged with active neo- 
colonialism in every plausible and im- 
plausible context. There has even been 
a promise that by the end of 1965 there 
will not be left a single colonial regime 
anywhere on the surface of the globe 
(interesting news, also, for certain parts 
of the Soviet Union). 


Party Control . 


Closer to home there had been Prav- 
da's leading article of a week ago re- 
asserting party control of the arts and 
calling for a strong party orientation on 
ihe part of writers, painters, ete.; the 
suspension of attacks on China; the pub- 
lication in Pravda of a long summary 
of Premier Chou En-lai’s a ss to the 
Chinese party congress; a complete 
shutdown on news of any kind of the 
lively debates and questioning now being 
carried on inside the fraternal parties. 
Under Khrusticheyv reports of such 
goings-on were heavily slanted, but at 
least the Russians knew the Soviet ways, 
as well as Chinese ways, were being 
everywhere questioned among supposed- 
ly totally loyal and subordinate parties. 

_All this, I think, is misleading. On 
the face of it, Russian readers might 
be excused for feeling that the iron cur- 
tain is coming down again and that the 
Soviet Union, ringed round by a hostile 
world, is to revert to a sort of bloody- 
minded siege mentality. 

It is certain, however, that they feel 
nothing of the kind. Those few who pay 
any attention to political manoeuvres 
will see in the stiffening of propaganda 
simply a warning that the party is still 
in complete control and intends to stay 
that way, not putting up with any 
sense from heretics at home and carp- 
ing allies abroad; very much on its 
guard against China, but determined to 
leave provocation to her.

Lost Reverence 


~~"Unfortunately there has been a 


sad falling off since those good old 
days. Men have lost their reverence 
for gold and no longer worship it as 
their fathers did.

In New York a few months ago I 
talked to one of the few men who 
understand gold and he had just about 
despaired of mankind's. prospects,

Gaulle demands American gold (not™ 
because he requires it but only to” 
make trouble for his American ‘allies 
and the only defenders of France) the‘ 
gold need not be shipped across the 
Atlantic. It isn’t even necessary to 
change the gold from the American to 
the French drawer, though this is 
usually done for the look of the thing.

F Commonly when a quack is much in the 
public eye with his supposed cancer cure, the 
impression he manages to give the public is 
that we of the medical profession and the very 
able chemists that work every day in the 
great drug research Jaboratories are not doing 
‘anything, and are not as the quack 
is supposed to have done produce for 
mankind a cancer-relieving drug. 

In ‘the great laboratories, there _ are 
thousands of drugs constantly being tested for 
anti-cancer_action, and already a few have 
been found which help with certain types of 
cancers. It may well be that we will never 
get a medicine that will cure all cancers; 
instead we may get several drugs that will 
either prevent the coming of cancer or will 
eure certain types of cancer. 

There are certain cancers_that promptly 
shrink up and never come back when they are 
treated with X-rays or cobalt rays or radium. 


Then there are other cancers which are highly 


resistant. to radiation, and only rarely are 
destroyed by such treatment. 
* * * 

Sometimes people get the idea that we 

doctors have not been searching as we should 

for drugs in plants used by primitive peoples 


all over the world. Actually, for many years - 


the drug houses have been searching through 


the medicine pouches of hundreds of herb 
doctors all over, hunting for a drug that will 


be useful. In the past, some of our most 
useful drugs, such as opium, cocaine, the 
many laxatives, quinine, digitalis, and 


recently reserpine have been extracted from 
plants. 

Now, I was just reading a release from the 
University of Wisconsin, which tells of the 
work of their Professor S. Morris Kupchan, 
who with his associates, has been gathering 
several thousand plants from all over the 
world, and testing extracts made from them, 
mainly on cancer cells, to see if they have 
any effect. Already, over 100 plants have 
been found to have some-anti-cancer action. 
One of them is known in Mexico as the 
cancerillo, or ‘‘the little cancer.”

Already, a crystalline -compound called 
ealotropin has been isolated from one of the 
active plants extracts. I hope people won't 
now write to me for it, because I have none, 
and it probably has yet to be tested on many 
animals and on man. All I want to do here is 


to show that the people's needs are not being | 


neglected, and an enormous amount of work 
is going forward in dozens of great labora- 
tories — work designed to find a cure for 
cancer and many other terrible diseases.

Lightning Gives Jet 
‘The Old One-Two’

Don't try to tell navy flier Lieut. Bill Austin, 4017 Oberlin 
Place, that lichtning won't strike twice in the same place 

He won't believe you because his T-33 jet trainer was 
struck twice on the same day in-two separate flights the 
other day 

Lieut. Austin and AB James Gray were target towing for 
the Esquimalt-based destroyer-escort HMCS Saskatchewan 
when the freak accident occurred. 

They were positioned 40 miles off Tatoosh Island in the 
Strait of-Juan de Fuca, flying at 2,000 feet. Their ceiling was 
2,500 feet.

Behind their aircraft on-the-end-of 8,000 feet of strong, 
thin wire was a lightweight plastic target designed to reflect 
the DE's -radar signals 

“We crossed over the ship to go out to a depth of six 
miles before turning so the ship could fire at the target. 

“When we were completing our turn, I noticed lightning 
flashes from cloud to cloud. 

“Then we were hit, partly on the cockpit and partly on 
the ndse. ' 

“My left hand was resting on the throttle and it was jarred 
loose. I felt quite a shock,” he said. 

Lieut. Austin said he was‘ protected by leather flying 
gloves, which, must be worn under naval regulations. 

“There was a loud bang and a lot of static on the radio,”

Don't try to tell navy flier Lieut. Bill Austin, 4017 Oberlin 
Place, that lightning won't strike twice in the same place. 

He won't believe you because his T-33 jet trainer was 
struck twice on the same day in two separate flights the 
other day 

Lieut. Austin and AB James Gray were target towing for 
the Esquimalt-based destroyer-escort HMCS Saskatchewan 
when the freak accident occurred. 

They were positioned 40 miles off Tatoosh Island in the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca, flying at 2,000 feet. Their ceiling was 


2,300 feet.

Behind their aircraft on the end of 8,000 feet of strong, 
thin wire was a lightweight plastic target designed to reflect 
the DE's radar signals. 
“We crossed over the ship-to go out to a depth of . six 


miles before turning so the ship could fire at the target. 

“When we were completing our turn, I noticed lightning 
flashes from cloud to cloud. 

“Then we were hit, partly on the cockpit and partly on 
the nose. 

“My left-hand was resting on the throttle and it was jarred 
loose. I felt quite a shock,” he said. . 

Lieut. Austin said he was protectéqd by leather flying 
gloves, which must be worn under naval regulations. 

‘There was a loud bang and a lot of static on the radio,”

Lightning Gives Jet 


‘The Old One-Two’

Don't try to tell navy flier Lieut. Bill Austin, 017 Oberlin 
Place, that lightning won't strike twice in the same place. 

He won't beliewe you because his T-33 jet. trainer was 
struck twice on the same day in two separate flights the 
other day 

Lieut. Austin and AB James Gray were target towing for 
the Esquimalt-based destroyer-escort HMCS Saskatchewan 
when the freak accident occurred. 

They were positioned 40 miles off Tatoosh Island in the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca, flying at 2,000 feet. Their ceiling was 


2,300 feet.

Behind their aircraft on the end of 8,000 feet of strong, 
thin wire was a lightweight plastic target designed to reflect 
the DE’s radar signals. 

“We crossed over the ship to go out to a depth of six 
miles before turning so the ship could fire at the target. 

“When we were completing our turn, I noticed lightning 
flashes from cloud té cloud. 

“Then we were hit, partly on the cockpit and partly on 
the nose. 

“My left hand was resting on the throttle and it was jarred 
loose. I felt quite a shock,” he said. 

Lieut. Austin said’ he was protected by leather flying _ 
gloves, which must be worn under naval regulations.

=" LONDON (CP) — Sir Winston Churchill 
received awesome final tribute in a state 
funeral today and then; beneath saluting jet 
fighter planes, his body was borne along the 
Thames en route to his last resting place in the 
heart of England. _ 

Guns boomed out a 19'gun salute—the first time 
a commoner has received any more than 17 guns—as 
the remains of the warrior-statesman were placed 
aboard a launch for his last short voyage on the 
Thames, river highway of history. 


The homage by queens, kings, presidents and prime 
ministers was over. So was the martial splendor and

It was placed 
in ahearse at the platform exit for the two-mile journey to 
Bladon village and St. Martin’s Churchyard for the burial service, 
attended orily by the family and close friends. 

The peaceful Oxfordshire scene contrasted with the state 
funeral in which more than 1,000,000 persons—by police estimate 

lined the route of the procession from Westminster to St. Paul's 
Cathedral for the service attended by the Queen and many world 
leaders. : 

Among those attending the service, the predominant feeling 

‘'was said to be pride as well as mourning—pride of Churchill's 
achievements as virtual savior of Britain a generation ago. 

The body of Sir Winston, who frequently made trips in battle- “ 
wagons and other large vessels of the fleet, was then taken to 
the Tewer of London pier and placed aboard the launch Hayen- 
gore tor the short voyage across the Thames to Festival Pier, 
and thence to Waterloo. 

It probably would have appealed to Sir Winston's puckish 
sense of humor that at one point his procession passed beneath 
an. «stronomical clock whose face bears his likeness. 

Sixteen RAF ‘Lightning fighters dipped in salute over the 
launch, watched with professional eyes by 13 Battle of Britain 
pilots, representatives of the famed “Few,” who had a priority 
place in the Churchill funeral procéssion.
